The casualty toll from an- 
other Viet Cong mortar attack 
Sunday on two refugee 
centres near Da. Nang rose to 
12 killed and 72 wounded, the 
U.S. command said today 
“Since there was no military 


installation in the area, we 
are considering this a_ de- 
liberate attack against a 


population centre,” a U.S 
spokesman said. 

“It could be in keeping with 
his (the Viet Cong's). terroriz- 
ing the population to create 
the impression of military 
strength and erode the feeling 
of security in the ability of 
the government to protect the 
people,”” he said.

GENEVA — Canada Sunday withdrew from 
international competition when the International Ice 
Hockey Federation rescinded an agreement to allow 
nine professionals to play on Canada's national team. 

As a result, Canada lost to Sweden the 1970 cham- 
pionship series which was scheduled in March at Win- 
nipeg and Montreal. 

And-it is likely the national team will-be dis- 
banded after meeting game commitments’ in Western 
Canada, the last in Thunder Bay next month.

1970 is the last: year of the 
current five-year plan. Nikolai 
Baibakov, chairman of the 
state planning committee, told 
the Supreme Soviet that the 
economy is meeting the goals 
set in the plan. 

Industrial growth in the 
first four years of the plan 
averaged 8.5 per cent, he said, 
while the plan called for an 
average of 8 to.8.4 per cent. 
Achievement. of the 1970 
plan will boost national in- 
come for the five-year period 
by 39 per cent. The plan 
called for 38 to 41 per cent 
and the previous five-year 
plan achieved 32 per cent. 


Growth Rate Slips 


Baibakov also revealed, 
however, that growth in in- 
dustrial output was 7 per cent 
in 1969 against a planned rate 
of 7.3 per cent and would go 
down to. 6.3 per cent in. 1970 

(This is higher than the 
growth rates of most de- 
veloped economies, but in the 
past the Soviets have sounded 
as though slowdowns were as 
bad as recessions in the 
West.) 

His projected tareets for 
-1970 in key areas of heavy 
industry are well below 
original targets for the year 
in the five-vear nlan. Only oil

Electric power is now 
scheduled for 740 hillion kiln- 
watt hours. instead of 830 to 
850 hitlien.

era of cheap power_for the people 
of British Columbia, which the two- 
river hydro - program of Mr. Ben- 
nett continually Promised in the 


early stages, is not going to be real- 


ized. There may be low rates for 
export purposes, but public owner- 
ship-of the power company does not 
appear likely.:to_make any great 
savings either for consumers or tax- 
payers. No private board of direc- 
tors could be any more avid for a 
high return than is the provincial 
government’s management. 


The municipal bus transit: prob- 
lem has added complications. The 
original street railways of the B.C. 
Electric were created to use surplus 
electric power. But as the years 


went by, all the available power was; 


necessary for commercial and resi- 
dential use, and the internal combus- 
tion buses eventually replaced the 
electric cars, with their overhead 
wires and tracks, partially on the 
mainland and entirely in Victoria. 
Because of the joint origin of the 
utility services, however, the electric 
power rates were still tied with bus 
fares, and power consumers in effect 
subsidized bus patrons. 


The growth of the province has 
intensified the illogicality of this sys- 
tem. The hard-pressed municipali- 
ties have little choice but to protest 
any rate increase, any suggestion of 
subsidy by local governments, or any 
proposal to disengage hydro rates 
from bus transit costs. 


But it is clear that changes are 
overdue. Street bus transportation 
is now coming to!the end of a period 
during which it seemed destined to 
be made obsolete. The large increase 
of private automobiles left public 
transportation—except in extreme 
weather—almost exclusively to the 


elderly or See eg groups. . But 
now the very prevalence of private 
vehicles promises to make public 
transportation important again, for 
the mounting congestion. of urban 
street traffic will eventually create 
‘a need for downtown services which

foot of roadway used. “Ring park- 
ing”, outside the main business dis- 
trict, may be one answer, with Shut- 
tle bus service for convenience. And: 
some sections of the population will 
still require public transportation no * 
matter what developments occur. 
Some basic questions will there- 
fore have to be answered in the near 
future. If it is recognized that any 
urban centre requires a street trans- 
portation system for its-proper fune- 
tioning, then it becomes equally evi- 
dent that the system must be placed 
upon a viable financial basis. By 


’ good accounting practice, it ‘should 


not have to depend on the sale of 
electric power, or coal, or any other 
commodity for part of ‘its revenue. 
As bridges and ferries are now be- 
ing considered in some circles as 
parts of the provincial high- 
way system, so local buses may 
come to be considered as compo- 
nents of the urban street system. 
They will become entirely a muni- 
cipal responsibility for upkeep and 
operation, just as the rest of the 
civic transportation arrangements 
are. 

But this obviously means that 
the ‘cities and municipalities must 
receive more revenue. Property 
taxes are already reaching heights 
which discourage ownership and 
foster neglect. The bus fare ques- 
tion emerges as just one more facet 
of the whole problem of provincial- 
_ municipal financial relations and the 
need for an early and far-reaching 
overhaul of the allocation of taxing 
powers and grants. Such an under- 
standing cannot be dodged much 
longer. The pfovincial government 
should accept its responsibility, to 
meet with the municipalities and 
move into the _nineteen-seventies 
with a financing system that is not 
designed for the nineteen-twenties.

Japan’s Delicate Balance 


JAPAN HAS VOTED FOR CON- 
tinued economic prosperity and 


less domestic strife by returning _ 


Prime Minister Eisako Sato’s ruling 
Liberal Democratic party with a 
comfortable. margin. Planners fore- 
cast a phenomenal 11 per cent econ- 
omic production increase in the com- 
ing year.

Who Pays for Damage Catced by Child? 


N its recent report on’ family law, the 
I Ontario Law Reform, Commission 
concluded that parents have enough 
trouble these days without making them 
legally responsible 
for damages caused 
to others by their 


a great disappoint- 
ment to the  insur- 
ance companies; who 
stand to sell a great 
deal of indemnity in- 
surance if parental 
responsibility is ever 
established in law. 

~More important, per- 
haps, it will chagrin school boards, parks 
commissions, storekeepers and other 
property owners who now Suffer large 
losses at the hands of juvenile vandals 
and negligent children. 


As the law now stands, those injured 
have no redress except to sue the 
culprits for damages. (Criminal offences, 
of course, may also be involved but that 
does not produce_compensation except 
under The Law Enforcement Act of 
1967). In tort law, infancy is no defence: 
children may be sued the same as 
adults. But a plaintiff must show that the 
child failed to show the amount of care 
reasonably to be expected from. a child 
of like age, which raises some interest- 
ing legal problems. In any-event, even if 
judgment can be obtained, one cannot 
get blood out of a stone. Most minors. 
have no assets and nothing can be 
realized on the judgment; so few persons 
try. .

. Parental Liability 


Generally speaking, parents are not 
responsible although there are at least 
three. exceptions to this rule If a parent 
directs or encourages his child to break 
a neighbour’s window, he can be made to 
pay for it. If the child caused the 
damage while acting as agent for the 
parent — ‘running an errand, for 
example —. the parent can be held liable. 
And the parent will. be liable if he was 
negligent in. failing to control or 
supervise the child. * 


This last provision, of course,“is the 
controversial one. Most people, it seems 
safe to say, feel that parents should so 
rear their Children that. they will not 
‘cause damage to other persons or 
property. That vandalism. is. largely 
caysed by minors “running wild’’, free of 
parental discipline, is a widespread and 
probably valid iimpression. But such 
generalizations are nat easily translated 
into law; the courts must consider cases 
individually and on their merits, and the 
sum of the recorded cases seems to be 
that not too-much should be demanded of 
parents since, after all, parents can't be 
everywhere. 


“Two British Columbia-cases illustrate 
In one, a father was held 
liable when his -1s-year-old son, accident-__| 
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ally shot a girl with a .22 rifle. He had 
given the son some instruction in the use 
of the gun but told him not to touch it. 
The court held he was negligent in that 
he gave inadequate instruction. and had 
left the gun, and shells to it, in a a place 
accessible to the son. 

But the mother of a five-year-old who 
shot a playmate in the eye with an 
arrow while playing cowboys and Indians 
was held not responsible on the grounds 
she was preparing the evening meal at 
the time and looking after a sick baby, 
and did not see that her son was playing 
with a bow and arrow outside. How he 
got them in the first place does not 
appear to, have been considered, 

In another British Columbia case, the 
Parents of three boys who had stolen and 
damaged a car were held not negligent 
on the ground that the only disciplinary 
they could have taken to 
prevent the theft was to lock the boys up 
at seven in the evening, which is when 
the theft. occurred. 


American Law 


Court judgments in the United States 
have been in similar vein, leading some 
20 American -states to legislate parental 
liability laws designed, for the most part, 
to combat juvenile vandalism. But such 
a law was vetoed in New York State in 
1956 on the ground it would hurt those 
with lower incomes and exacerbate child- 
parent relationships ih situations where 
tension already existed. A private 
member's bill in Ontario in 1966, making 
parents responsible for damage caused 
to public property by wilful misconduct 
oftheir children, never got beyond first 
reading, a fate with which the Law 
Reform Commission tacitly agreed. 

“Parenthood is a sufficiently demand- 
ing state in these times as it is,” it said.

Popular Answer 


Having the state do it, of course, is a 
popular and often legitimate answer to 
everything, but in this case the commis- 
sion seems to have simply opted for the 
easy way out. Undoubtedly it would be 
impractical and unjust to require of 
parents who do their .best as parents to 
be responsible for wanton and negligent 
acts by their children. But such acts by 
such children of such parents are not all 
that common. What is common is 
vandalism by children of parents who 
have exercised little or no parental 
supervisiorl and don’t care to. In law, 
such parents can be held: liable but in 
practice they rarely are and it is the 
person who suffers the injury or damage 
who foots the: bill, 

The law as it stands is hardly tenable. 
An employer, for example, is vicariously 
liable for the wrongful conduct of an 
employee, whose character and _per- 
sonality he can hardly be responsible for, 
if that conduct occurs within the course 
of the: employee’s work. But a parent is 
not liable, beyond the general duty not to-« 
be negligent, for the wrongful conduct of 
a child whom he has the responsi- 
bility of rearing and over whom he has 
legal care and custody. If the parent is 


“not liable, it may be asked, who is?

The British read into French agricultural 
demands a judgment of whether Paris .is 
ffuly serious about inviting London to 
join., So far, indications are favorable, 
but Latin has learned to be skeptical. 
The British hope Pompidou will. see 
not only the economic logic of adding 
this country's population, industry and 
skills to the European community but 
will judge it politically wise to enlarge 
the market so as to reduce West 
Germany's growing ascendancy. 
Policy-makers here place immense 
importance upon the ultimate decision.

Similarly, London. thinks the 
only way to serious contemplation of the 
European security conference Moscow 
wants —is —by frank recognition that 
alliance blocs are a fact of contemporary 
life and that, therefore, such a confer- 
ence should “comprise members of NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact. 


Before Talking to East 


‘With regard to evolving East-West 
relationahips — either inside ‘Europe or 
on a larger scale —the British want the 
West to work out agreed policies in 
advance, Therefore, they would like to 
be in the Common Market prior to trade 
talks with the Communists, and they 
would like to see France more intimately 
associated with NATO before security 
talks. begin. They hope a start toward 
such revived French participation might 
come through W-E.U. 

At this stage, however, these concepts 
remain pipe dreams. France has given 
no sign that it expects to change its 
present rather distant relationship with 
NATO, although it remains an ally under 
the North Atlantic Treaty. Nor does 
France imply. willingness seriously to 
modify its basic terms for the CAP 
to ease Britain’s admission 
problems. 

The British insist the road to the club 
of Europe passes through Brussels, seat 
of the Common Market, but the French 
still demonstrate that in fact, if not in 
theory, it detours through Paris. :

Turned Away

This is a dangerously-sick 
and divided country. It always 
has been. The masters of the 
sugar plantations—as in Cuba 
and Haiti, both 90 miles 
away—live in constant and 
justified terror of slave up- 


risings; they stamped out 
even peaceful debate or mod- 
erate reforms. The colonial 


patterns persist. 

There are two Jamaicas. 
The only. thing they share is a 
cost of living 20 per cent 
higher than Britain's. 

There is surface Jamaica:

There is a new togetherness 


among intellectuals and the 
young; in the dormitories of 
North American campuses, 


the bed-sitters and flats of 
London or Paris, and the 
University of the West Indies 
one can see the birth of an 
elite with a pan-Caribbean 
consciousness. 

Change is in the air. Says 


one of the Jamaica Labor 
Party’s brightest members: 
“No two-party system can 


serve a developing country 
like this. What we need is a 
system that demands sacrifice 
and hard work, and that spells 
dictatorship. God, man, I 
know all the problems of 
dictatorship, but just look at 
it. In \the next -10 years, 
anything can happen here. A 
violent revolution is possible. 
Right now, the only thing 
that’s missing is a leader.” , 

But he was careful to speak 
privately. What is dangerous 
here is that problems are not 
being discussed, but denied. 
“You can see the solutions,” 
a U.S. priest with a 
Kingston slum parish, “‘but no 
one will do anything.

Books Banned 


Banned books include: any- 
thing by Stokely Carmichael, 
Malcolm X, Black’ Muslim 
leader Elijah Muhammad; 
Zhongguo Quingnain,. written 
in the Chinese language, pub- 
lished (in China; Che Gue- 
vara’s Guerrilla Warfare; The 
Book of Magical Art, Hindu 
Magic and Indian. Occultism; 
and Spicy Detective. A radio 
station whose franchise ex- 
pires soon has cancelled all 
news comment programs. 
Prime Minister Hugh Shearer 
secretly—calied—in—Jamaica's 
bishops to ask them to censor 
priests’ sermons. They 
refused—and joined with the 
other Caribbean bishops in a 
promise “‘to seek out and 
vigorously promote” all that 
is good in the Black Power 
movement, 

To the Jamaican Estab- 
lishment there is nothing good 
about Black Power. 

And.the gulf between: the 
two Jamaicas is widening. 
“The hostility and alienation 
are beyond belief,” says 
Michael Manley, leader of the 
Opposition People’s Party. 
“They are reaching American 
ghetto levels.” 

At the last election in 1966, 
elements in both parties 
armed supporters in the des- 
perate Kingston slums with 
guns and even dynamite. This 
year -violence-spread to the 
suburbs: armed. gangs shot 
and robbed the rich. Gun 
licences are being issued at 
the rate of 200 a -week. 


The affluent sleep with 
shotguns beside their beds, 
form vigilante groups, hire 
armed guards. Among the 


remedies they openly._propose 
to tackle crime are public 
hanging and flogging, castra- 
tion and _  chopping-off of 
hands. . 

Views like these, as anyone 
who has listened to a_ few 
conversations on the verandas 


of suburban Kingston will 
recognize, aren't lunatic 
fringe: they are common- 


place.. As it is, judges regu- 


larly hand out sentences of 
hard. labor, although the 
punishment was abolished 
years ago. 


Avoid Buses 


Hanging and the cat o'’nine 
tails remain.. Flogging is 
mandatory for rape and rob- 
bery. They won't travel on the 
buses because it would mean 
mixing with them. 

“T’'d never let my wife. use 
the car after six o'clock,” 
says an army officer. ‘“‘Some 
thug would just rape her.”’ 

It is all part of a stereotype 


that has persisted since 
Slavery: a stereotype that 
allows a magistrate to call 


building workers savages and 
wild animals~and a pleasant 
and intelligent woman to

describe her country “as ‘‘rose 
petals floating on filth.’’ 


The stereotype results in a 
crippling national inferiority 
and inertia. Says, Aaron Mata- 
lon, one of seven second- 
generation Greek - Jewish 
brothers regarded 4s the most 
go-ahead of the dozen or so 
families who dominate 
Jamaica’s business world : 
“We won’t go like Cuba. It’s 
far more likely the machine 
will run down. It’s deteri- 
orating now. You can’t have a 
situation where the phone 
doesn't work, the electricity 
breaks down, your mail takes 
two weeks to send across the 
street, your bus transport has 
gone to pot, you can’t get 
your radio or your television 
or your car serviced, ‘and you 
can't buy a couple of tires 
because some damn —foel 
minister gives an American 
tire company a franchise <it 
couldn’t get anywhere else in 
the world. This is a national 
calamity.” 

And_ it produces—abuse—bor- 
dering on_ hysteria. “Any 
comparison with the irrever- 
ence, disrespect, disloyalty, 
vulgarity, obscenity and gross 
materialism of our -own 
country would do a 
injustice to the land of our 
forefathers,’’ says an editorial 
in the journal of the Jamaica 
Teachers Association, 


“True, Africa has much ‘to 
teach Jamaica, but neither in 
its method of speech, nor the 
externals of dress, style or 
features.” 


Self-Hate 


The features of 85-90 per 
cent of Jamaica’s 2 million 
people are African—black, 
broad-nosed, kinky-haired— 
and they are unlikely to be 
changed by the efforts of the 
Jamaica Teachers Associa- 
tion; they can, however, be 
denied and despised. 


The resultant self-hate is 
corrosive: for most black 
Jamaicans who have made it, 
their color is a wound within. 


It is measurable. The uni- 
versity’s department of edu- 
cation divided a group of high- 
school students into six 
shades. Eight per cent of the 
“‘browns"’ were unhappy with 
their color, 25 per cent of the 
“darks” — and 56 per cent of 
the “‘blacks.’’ 


All described the ideal 
Jamaican as fair, with a 
straight nose, blue eyes and 
wavy hair. “‘Color,"’ says the 
department’s acting head, Dr. 
Aubrey Phillips; “‘is the single 
most important factor in 
Jamaican’ society today. 
Things are regarded as good 


« 


in proportion as they are 
white.” 

Jamaica is the world’s 
largest supplier of bauxite, 


which is-smelted-into alumi- 
num. The buying of. small- 
holders’ land by U.S. and 
Canadian companies has, said 
Dr. Phillips, restored the 
status quo. 

“The sources of wealth are 
white and foreign, the sources 
of labor are local and black. 
We are back to slavery. The 
ownership of the land and the 
structure of society has not 
changed and those who have 
the land are not. going to give 
it up. I don’t hold with 
violence. but I don’t think it 
can be achieved without it.”

1 Never Wanted to Be Emperor’ 


The Smithsonian Institution 
has just received a rare 
historical document from. a 
mysterious donor whose name 
is unknown even to the 
museum’s authorities. 

It- is the famous~ “‘lost 
television interview’ which 
Napoleon Bonaparte granted 
Walter Cronkite just a few 
months before the Emperor's 
death in exile on St. Helena. 
Until_now, the kihescope had 
been thought destroyed by 
British Customs_ officials who 
séized if from a C.B.S. courier 
arriving at-Liverpool en route 
to the network's London 
studios.

Fortunately, it survives, and 
a screening held for newsmen 
recently at the Smithsonian 
indicates that the historians 
will have to rewrite the books. 

For one thing, the popular 
notion of Napoleon as 
ambitious, overbearing and 
self-assured is denounéed by 
the E-m pe r or—himself ~in 
‘response to Cronkite’s ques- 
tions. Napoleon says he never 
wanted to be Emperor of 
France and, in fact, doubted 
his ability to fulfill all the 
functions of the—job. 

In a declaration of humility, 
Napoleon said, “I always felt 
that every job that.I had was 


‘really too big ferme.” Even 
as a mere corporal in the 
French Army, he. said, he 


often lay awake nights in the 
barracks wondering if he had 


not overreached himself 
As for being Empero he 
went on he -had _ always

realized that his Corsican 
background, his lack of a 
diploma -from a good college 
and his marked Southern 
French accent would make it 
difficult for him to be an 
effective Emperor. 

“Tt was clear to°me that I 
had certain serious disadvan- 
fages,’’- Napoleon told Cron- 
kite.

It was —the French 
Weather Bureau, he Said, that 
warned him not to—invade 
until June because heavy mud 
was anticipated—that—spring, 
and assured him that the 
snow that winter, if any, 
would be unusually light.

COWICHAN’S OLDEST. RESIDENT 


He Walks, Cooks, Chops, Gardens—and He's 106 


By ED GOULD 


WESTHOLME Some 
people have been‘ saying that 
old August Jack of Westholme 
Reserve got to be so old 
because he did it the easy 
way by having two birthdays 
a year. 

But records show that Cow- 
‘ichan Valley’s oldest resident 
was: born on a reserve near 
Bellingham, Wash., Dec. 28, 
1863 (which would make him 
106) but his birth was not 
recorded until-a priest bap- 
tized him on May 17, 1864. 

Jack, by all accounts, was 
born at Lumi, Wash., when 
his parents were on their way 
home to Penelakut Village at 
Chemainus after picking 
hops—a vocation that some 
Cowichan residents still work 
at each year. 

Bright as-_a-cricket, the old 
man spent a quiet Christmas 
and New Year’s at home with 
family and close friends. 

Jack, who still walks two 
miles to the store and back, 
cuts his own wood, cooks and 


uncles. in Washington until 
being reunited with his family 
in the spring. 

For a while he attended the 
pioneer ‘school built at» Che- 


mainus &nd remembers the | 


first water wheel that turned 
the machinery in the first 
sawmill constructed there. 


When he grew older he | 


worked as a stevedore, load- 
ing lumber by hand onto the 
sailing ships that went all 
over the world. A good 
carpenter, he built‘a home of 
his own near the road rather 
than live in the seclusion of 
the home his grandfather left 
him 


His wife, a sister of the late 
Chief Michael Underwood, 
used to knit socks’\fid 
sweaters with wool from Salt 
Spring Island. Eventually they 
raised some sheep of their 
own. 

His first house burned down 
while he was away and Jack 
rebuilt on the same spot from 
money he earned himself. 
His was the first house on 
Westholme Reserve to have

U.S. Bans Paprika 


From Fresh Meats 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States agriculture 
department has announced a 
ban on the use of paprika in 
fresh meat products 
because it can mask “un- 
desirable qualities’’ from the 
consumer, 

The ban, originally proposed 
in October, 1968, will apply to 
all federally inspected fresh 
meat and fresh meat products 
except Italian-style sausages, 
effective Jan. 15. 

Officiais—s aid laboratory 
tests and other information 


indicated that paprika —a. 


weak-flavored red pepper— 
“can mask undesirable quali- 
ties in meat,. especially 
ground meat, by.preserving 
the color characteristics after 
the meat has Hegun to spoil.”’ 

The ingredient was said to 
produce #@ reddish color in

A spokesman said, however, 
that the, use of paprika for 
such purposes is not believed 
widespread. 

The two sausage products 
were exempted, officials said, 
“because there is reason to 
believe that consumers gener- 
ally expect to find paprika in 
these products” and do not 
generally depend on color to 


indicate freshness or quality.” 


In Ottawa, Dr. R. A. 


Chapman, director of the food” 


and drug directorate, ‘said 
paprika has been effectively 
banned as a coloring agent in 
fresh meat and meat prepara- 
tions since 1964. The direc- 
torate retains discretionary 
power over the use of paprika 
as a spice in meat prepara- 
tions,

Than Reforming Alcoholics 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
prominent psychiatrist said 
here that because food is 
necessary to survival it was 
more difficult for fat people to 
diet than for alcoholics to give 
up strong drink. 

Dr. Theodore Isaac Rubin, 
writing in the January issue 
of the Ladies’ Home Journal, 
said that many fat people find

calorie diet. 


“Tt is virtually impossible 
for the obese person to eat 
just a little food when more is 
available,” Rubin said, “‘Food, 


instead of producing satiation 
for obese people, stimulates 
the appetite for more food.” 

Rubin, who writes a regular 
column for the periodical said 
that food addicts “‘like all 
other addicts” suffer with- 
drawal symptoms when 
dieting.” 

“They Have both physical 
and psychological reactions 
when their ‘normal’ food 
supply is curtailed,” Rubin 
said. 

Fat people do not suffer 
pain- very well and need 
considerable motivation and 
insight to. diet successfully, 
Rubin said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Using- credit wisely is like 
preparing a good meal, says 
E. M. Gené Lindberg, a 
consumer credit executive. 

“You have to exercise care 
in the amount of ingredients 
you use and in how you use 
them in order to get the most 
for your efforts.” 

Mr. Lindberg, vice-president 
of consumer finance for 
a financial corporation in Van- 
couver, says the first step is 
to decide if credit buying is 


_ the answer. 


“First, if you have the cash 
and you don’t require it for 


another purpose such as _ 


savings or other purchases — 
pay cash. You'll save on 
credit costs, which are 
charged by all lenders. 

“Most of us, of course, don’t 
have the cash.so we look to 
credit sources, In order to 
determine the amount-of the 
credit you should us€, you 
have to prepare a realistic 
budget.” 


BUDGETING ESSENTIAL 

In other words, figure out 
what you earn a month and 
how much you have to spend. 
Then asid 10 or 15 per cent to 
the latter figure for emer- 
gencies and savings. What's 
left over could be used for 
credit buying. 

“This sort of budgeting is 
essential. It is precisely what 
our people do when someone

This apart from the fact that 
the polls have consistently 
shown him as running person- 
ally behind the party in popu- 
larity. ‘ 


His particular hair shirt, ra- 
cialist Enoch Powell, is, giving 
the moderate leader plenty of 
worry. Right-wing Powell ap- 
parently is alienating a large 
segment of the: party from the 
main stream, though dis- 
claiming any bid for Heath's 
Teadership. 

But Powell's sivelling  ap- 
peal is going to complicate 
voter thinking over the 
months, not only among the 
Tories but with normal Labor 
supporters attracted by the 
“Powellism” concept of re- 
versing the flow of black im- 
migration on the claim that it 
is a potential threat fo jobs 
and pay standards.

Yule Tree Fine Feeding Station 


By*HILDA BEASTALL 

With -a report of a ruby throated hummingbird visiting 
Ten Mile Point on December 29, there are probably other 
isolated summer visitors to local gardens. At this time of 
year, the tiny hummer needs a slender yy : 
glass phial of honey and water, or sugar 4 
and water, fixed firmly at an upward angle | 
on a stake if necessary, but in the open. 

A lot of birds will be attracted by fat 
and grains, A solid piece of suet; sprinkled 
with rolled oats and chopped peanuts should 
bring an assortment of bird visitors. 

Take the suet fo an easily accessible 
tree bough. If gulls arnd crows are plentiful 
in the area, take the food where a certain 
amount of prote¢tion is provided from these 
greedy feeders. Small birds do not. come 
readily to fe@d if these larger and noisier fellows are around. 
They are the real scavengers in the bird world and will clean 
up any kind of organic material usually not suited to fhe 
smallers ones. 


If the Christmas tree is

better purpose could it serve now than as a feeding station? 
Its great advantage is being able to set it up where both 
you and the birds’ can be entertained. :

Don’t forget they will not come for the first few hours at 
least. You must have patience; and your movements must not 
be visible from the outside during the’ first days. 

Birds have regular periods at which they feed in winter. 
Morning hours are feeding time, then again in, the hour 
before- dusk: Only at nesting time are they constantly 
searching for food. Then with ravenous youngsters: to feed, 
the parents seldom rest during daylight, hours. 

This year, with various insects to he seen almost every 
day and evening, many kinds of berries still untouched, and 
plenty of moisture on grass’ and twigs, the birds are not 
really hunting food or water yet.

According to two recent 
medical, studies by Dr. A. C.

A 3year-old girl was frost- 
bitten while playing in the 
snow for 30- minutes. Six years 
later, her fingers were curved 
and abnormally shortened. X- 
ray ~ studies showed the 
destruction of 17 epiphyses in 
her finger,bones (the connec- 
tions between 3 parts of a 
bone; epiphyses are where the 
bones grow). Although the girl 
soon recovered from the 
immediate effects of frostbite, 
the growth of her finger bones 
was permanently halted by 
the freezing which probably 
killed cartlage cells and 
interrupted the blood supply 
to the bone, 

Although -severe damage — 
blackened fingers and sepa- 
rated fingernails — caused 
concern in’ all the reported 


| cases of frostbitten children,

and usually several years, 
when the shortening and de- 
formity of the phalanges 
(parts. of fingers) became 
apparent, that the serious 
consequences of the freezing:

KARPIN ON BRIDGE 


Now, Dr. Alvan Barach of 
New York City, one of the’ 
world’s experts on the use of 
oxygen,—writes me ‘that. still 
he hopes that oxygen given a 
few times a day at ordinary 
atmospheric pressure may 
sometimes work the miracle 
of mental recovery. This 
hope is based on the fact that, 
back in 1941, Drs. Burch, 
Steiner, Eckman and 
McLemut found that by giving 
oxygen they could quickly 
stop the pain of angina 
pectoris (due to heart 
disease). If they could work 
such a miracle for the heart 
muscle, they might do even 
better with the brain, because 
the brain uses so much 
oxygen per unit of time. 

As I finished writing these 
paragraphs there came to my 
desk that fine. journal “Geria- 
tric Times.” On page 18 is a 
brief article telling of the 
treatment of senile patients in 
a hyperbaric chamber (a little 
room in which the patient can 
breathe air plus oxygen, or 
pure oxygen). 

The writer says that with 
the help of this treatment 
senile patients have been 
“dramatically improved’’ at 
the State of University of New 
York. Each patient received 
30 treatments, breathing pure 
oxygen for 90 minutes, twice a 
day for 15 days. All of the 
patients became more active, 
and went back to taking care 
of themselves. Some were 
able. to leave the- hospital and 
go home. 

What is unfortunate is that 
there are not many hyper- 
baric chambers. Most are 
likely to be found in a 
university hospital. Doubtless 
many more will quickly be 
built if the results continue to 
be very favorable, and if 
treatment with oxygen at 
normal pressure should be 
found “not to work well 
enough.

Unorganized Areas Outbuild 
Saanich in 1969 Houses 


Housing construction figures 
were. down .in . Saanich last 
year but soaring in Langford- 
Colwood-Metchosin. 

Year-end figures show Saan- 
ich issued building permits for 
649 dwelling units, 7 per cent 
below’ 1968. 

In the unincorporated area 
west of Esquimalt, permits 
were issued for 417 dwelling 
units@43 per cent above 1968. 

In Saanich, single-family 
house constructidn dropped to 
330 from 437 while deplexes 
increased to 55 from 33 and 
apartments were up to 209 
suites frorh 196. 

In La ngford-Colwood-Met- 
chosin, which has only one- 


third the 60,000-plus population 
of Saanich, there were 391 
houses and 26 apartments last 
year compared with, 270 
houses and 21 apartments in 
the previous year. 


In dollar terms, the housing 
decline in Saanich meant a 
drop in ‘dwelling value of 
building permits of $1.1 mil- 
lion.

The Cowichan Valley has been the scene of 
half a dozen sightings of unidentified flying objects 
within the last six weeks—the most remarkable of 
which was reported Sunday 


Mrs.- Doreen Kendall,, RN, of - Nanaimo 
reported she saw a-bright, circular object about 50 
feet in diameter containing: two human-like 
occupants and which hovered only 40 feet away 
from the Cowichan District Hospital where she 
works:as a nurse.

Mrs. Kendall, a woman in her 50s who-has 
commuted daily the Jast nine years to Duncan to 
work, said the two male-type figures were inside a 
brightly-lit dome on the saucer-shaped craft. 


She described her experience to John Magor 
of Maple. Bay who edits and publishes the 
Canadian UFO Report, a journal of aerial 
phenomena, who later verified a description of the 
craft by five other witnesses in the hospital
